6FTER BRITISH TRANSPORTS 


Neutral Vessels Advised by .Berlin to 


Avoid English Channel, Under Peril 


of Destruction. 


Germany has officially promulgated 


what is virtually a blockade order 
against France, and warned the ships 
ot all neutral nations to avoid the 
north and west coasts of that country. 


This statement supplements the an- 


nouncement given out by the admir- 
alty, which was 
wirelessed to the 


United States and other neutral na- 
tions, declaring that atter Feb. IS, all 
waters surrounding the British Isles 
would be considered in the war zone 
and that not even neutral merchant 
vessels would be tree trorn danger of 
attack, presumably Irom German sub- 
marines. 


The last statement, however, seem- 


ingly goes farther than the announce- 
ment of Thursday, in that it intimates 
German activity against shipping in 
the English channel at once. 


The reason tor this step, as given 


in a statement issued by the chief 
admiral of the staff of the German 
navy, is that the kaiser intends to 
make a determined effort to prevent 
the transportation of Lord Kitchen- 
er's new British army to the Conti- 
nent. The order follows: 


"Enland is on the eve of shipping 


numerous troops and large quantities 
of war material to France. Against 
these English transports we will pro- 
ceed with all the means of warfare 
at our disposal. 


"Neutral shipping is earnestly cau- 


tioned against approaching the north- 
ern or the western coasts of France, 
as in these waters such vessels would 
run the serious danger of being con- 
founded with ships whose purposes 
are warlike. 


"The best route for the North sea 


is around Scotland."

Petrograd dispatches say that a ter- 


rific battle is ravins in the Carnatlv 


United States May Protest. 


Germany's declarations placing the 


waters bordering on the British Isles 
and France in the war zone and vir- 
tually declaring a "blockade" against 
these countries, was taken up at the 
cabinet meeting in "Washington.

garded as one of the most serious 
developments of the war thus far af- 
fecting the United States, and what 
action, if any, is to be taken by this 
government remains in doubt. 


In certain official quarters the view 


is expressed that ground is lacking 
for a protest, since no objection was 
raised by this government when the 
North sea was strewn with mines by 
Great Britain and Germany several 
months ago. 


From other quarters it was indica*- 


ed that the so-called "blockade" will 
he protested against, and that an offi- 
cial statement of the position of this 
government is being prepared by the 
state department. 


Say Old People Were Murdered. 
That five old men and three old wo- 


men were deliberately chloroformed 
to death as they slept in the Ger- 
man Odd Fellows' home on the Tuck- 
aroe road, near Yonkers, N. Y., and 
that they were murdered 
because 


their age and general debility was too 
much of a care and that their deaths 
were announced simply as due to old 
age, is the belief of Coroner James 
P. Dunn. 


The coroner told of his conviction 


in this regard after he had concluded 
the first session of the inquest which 
he is making into the eight deaths at 
the home. He immediately issued war- 
rants for the arrest of three porters 
at the horae whom he had interro- 
gated, and for Adam Bangert, the su- 
perintendent of the home. All were 
locked up as material witnesses with- 
out bail.

Nsar Suez Canal

Three Turkish batteries east of the t 


Suez canal were wrecked and another 
badly damaged in a daring attack by- 
two British aviators on Saturday. 


The aviators covered 132 miles in 


their flight and returned safely. Set- 
ting out from their station early ini 
the morning, the aviators flew at a 
height of 5000 feet over the positions 
held by the Turks. 


The 
aviators dropped seventeen 


bombs. The gunners of the batteries 
which were wrecked were killed, as 
were three men near another battery 
which was damaged. 


Afterward the aviators flew over 


the caravan routes past of the canal 
and dropped bombs upon the wells on 
which the Turks depend for their wa- 
ter. On their return they destroyed a 
convoy of supply wagons. 


Two facts emerge from the scanty 


details allowed to reach Cairo of the 
battle on the canal last Tuesday and 
Wednesday. They are that the fighting 
was a good deal fiercer and the Turk- 
ish troops were a good deal pluckier 
than was at first supposed. 


The repulse was complete and it 


would certainly have been turned into 
a rout had not the obvious British 
policy been to refuse all temptations 
to be drawn into dangerous and diffi- 
cult operations in the wilderness. 


To the Turks must be given credit 


not only for having brought a con- 
siderable force to bear on the canal, 
but also for having charged that bar- 
rier with courage, little short of he- 
roic. 


Out of 200 Turks that attacked a. 


point on the canal immediately oppo- 
site the Tusun railway station, eight 
were killed and the remainder were 
wounded or captured. At another 
point, out of 400 men who had under- 
taken the task of bridging the canal, 
hardly any escaped. 


Instead of pontoons the enemy used 


kerosene cans covered with planks. 
When experimented with on Lake Ti- 
berias the plan worked admirably, and 
the tins have the advantage of hold- 
ing a good supply of drinking water 
before being turned to account by the 
engineers. In practice they have the 
disadvantage of sinking at once un- 
der machine gun fire. 


British Menaced From Two Sides. 
British forces in Egypt are menac- 


ed from both the west and east, ac- 
cording to information given out by 
the official German news bureau in 
Berlin. 


A dispatch published by an Italian 


newspaper announces that 20,000 Be- 
douin tribesmen 
had occupied the 


Siwah oasis, southwest of Cairo, and 
that Suranese troops in the British 
army were deserting, one officer tak- 
ing 205 men into the Turkish army 
from Suez.

Germany has warned all neutral na­ 
tions that tho English channel will be 
Included In the war zone after Feb. 
18, and that all neutral vessels are or­ 
dered to avoid those waters. 
The 
Dutch coast also is included in this 
war zone. 


The Japanese cruiser Asaina has 
been wrecked 350 miles from Port 
Bartoleme, off the California coast, 
and American warships are rushing 
to the aid of the vessel. 


Berlin reports the capture of three 
lines of trenches along the front and 
the repulse of French and British at­ 
tacks in the western zone of war. 
Paris dispatches say that the allies 
have gained considerable advantage 
in tho artillery duels.

Neutral Vessels Advised by .Berlin to 
Avoid English Channel, Under Peril 
of Destruction. 


Germany has officially promulgated 
what is virtually a blockade 
order 
against France, and warned the ships 
ot all neutral nations to avoid the 
north and west coasts of that country. 


This statement supplements the an­ 
nouncement given out by tho admir­ 
alty, which was 
wirelessed to the 
United States and other neutral na­ 
tions, declaring that alter Feb. IS, ail 
waters surrounding the British Isles 
would bo considered in the war zone 
and tlmt not even neutral merchant 
vessels would be free irom danger of 
attack, presumably from German sub­ 
marines. 


The last statement, however, seem­ 
ingly goes farther than the announce­ 
ment of Thursday, in that it intimates 
German activity against shipping in 
the English channel at once. 


The reason lor this stop, as given 
in à statement issued by the chief 
admiral of the staff of the German 
navy, is that the kaiser intends to 
make a determined effort to prevent 
the transportation of Lord Kitchen­ 
er's new British army to the Conti­ 
nent. The order follows: 


“Enland is on the eve of shipping 
numerous troops and large quantities 
of war material to France. Against 
these English transports we will pro­ 
ceed with all the means of warfare 
at our disposal. 


‘‘Neutral shipping is earnestly cau­ 
tioned against approaching the north­ 
ern or the western coasts of France, 
as in these waters such vessels would 
run the serious danger of being con­ 
founded with ships whose purposes 
are warlike.

Germany’s declarations placing the 
waters bordering on the British Isles 
and France in the war zone and vir­ 
tually declaring a “blockade“ against 
these countries, was taken up at the 
cabinet meeting in Washington. 


The stand taken by Germany is re­ 
garded as one of the most serious 
developments of the war thus far af­ 
fecting the United States, and what 
action, if any, is tc be taken by this 
government remains in doubt. 


In certain official quarters the view 
is expressed that ground is lacking 
for a protest, since no objection was 
raised by this government when the 
North sea was strewn with mines by 
Great Britain and Germany several 
months ago. 


From other quarters it was indicat­ 
ed that the so-called “blockade“ will 
he protested against, and that an offi­ 
cial statement of the position of th}s 
government is being prepared by the 
state department.

That five old men and three old wo­ 
men were deliberately chloroformed

The coroner told of his conviction 
in this regard after he had concluded 
the first session of the inquest which 
he is making into the eight deaths at 
the home. He immediately issued war­ 
rants for the arrest of three porters 
at the home whom he had interro­ 
gated, aud for Adam Bangert, the su­ 
perintendent of the home. All were 
locked up as material witnesses with­ 
out bail.

Three Turkish batteries east of the 
Suez canal wero wrecked and another 
badly damaged in a daring attack by 
two British aviators on Saturday. 


The aviators covered 132 miles in 
their flight and returned safely. Set 
ting out from their station early ia| 
the morning, the aviators flew at a 
height of 5u00 feet over the positions 
held by the Turks. 


The 
aviators 
dropped 
seventeen 
bombs. 
Tho gunners of the batteries 
which were wrecked were killed, as 
were three men near another battery 
which was damaged. 


Afterward the aviatoni flew over 
the caravan routes east of the canal 
and dropped bombs upon the wells on 
which the Turks depend for their wa­ 
ter. On their return they destroyed a 
convoy of «supply wagons. 


Two facts emerge from the scanty 
details allowed to reach Cairo of the 
battle on the canal last Tuesday and 
Wednesday. They are that the fighting 
was a good deal fiercer and the Turk­ 
ish troops were a good deal pluckier 
than was at first supposed. 


The repulse was complete and it 
would certainly have been turned into 
a rout had not the obvious British 
policy been to refuse all temptations 
to be drawn into dangerous and diffi­ 
cult operations in the wilderness. 


To the Turks must be given credit 
not only for having brought a con­ 
siderable force to bear on the canal, 
but also for having charged that bar­ 
rier with courage, little short of he­ 
roic. 


Out of 200 Turks that attacked & 
point on the canal immediately oppo­ 
site the Tusun railway station, eight 
were killed and the remainder were 
wounded 
or 
captured. 
At 
another 
point, out of 400 men who had under­ 
taken the task of bridging the canal, 
hardly any escaped.

T TWENTY minutes past ten 
o'clock Friday evening, April 14, 


IS 65, Abraham Lincoln was shot by 
John Wilkes Booth in the back of the 
bead behind the left ear and mortally 
injured. 
At 22 minutes past seven 


o'clock the next morning, Saturday, 
April 15, 1865, he died. 


There have been many and vast 


changes since that fateful day, and the 
prayer which Lincoln prayed that the 
country might be one again has'been 
answered in a way that would have re- 
joiced his great heart. Not an anni- 
versary of his birth and death has 
passed since his cruel taking off on 
which some tribute has not been paid 
to his memory, and so it will be to the 
end of time among generous Ameri- 
cans, wherever their residence or in- 
herited sentiments; for, however he 
may have been misjudged in the con- 
fusion and stress of antagonistic opin- 
ion, there is none now who does not 
praise him for his courage and his 
faithfulness to his honest convictions. 


He was born in Kentucky February 


12, 1S09, and died in Washington April 
15, 1S65, in his fifty-seventh year at 
the very zenith of his powers. 
The 


books are full of the story of his life 
and work, but there are still many in- 
teresting facts connected with him 
that have not yet been noted, notwith- 
standing the industry of those who 
have collected great masses of every- 
thing they could find in any way con- 
nected with his life and death. 


Mr. Lincoln, as everyone knows, 


•was shot by Booth while he was at- 
tending a theatrical performance at 
Ford's theater in Washington. 
"Our 


American Cousin" held the boards that 
eight and Laura Keene was playing 
the part of Florence Trenchard for 
the last time. She had already per- 
formed the same part for a thousand 
nights. 
Five years before she had 


played the role at McVicker's theater 


111 Chicago the night of the day on 
which Mr. Lincoln was nominated foi 
president by the Republican conven 
tion, in May, 1860, and all unconscious 
of the terrible tragedy, she played with, 
uncommon cleverness, and A'hile yet 
the theater was ringing with laughtei 
and applause, came the crack of the 
pistol shot from the president's bo? 
that plunged the country into mourn 
ing.

After Mr. Lincoln had been shot he 


was removed across the street fron: 
the theater to the residence ol Wil 
Ham Petersen, a highly respected mer 
chant tailor, who lived directly oppo 
site the playhouse, at 516 Tenth street 
This house is still standing, as is alsc 
the old Ford theater, and both are now 
owned by the government. There have 
been few changes in the Petersen 
house. 


For '40 jears Osborn H. Oldroyd 


has been devoting himself to the as- 
sembling together of an invaluable 
collection, in which are included more 
than three thousand relics, -which, con- 
stitute, as Elizabeth Porter Gould has 
said, "one of the most interesting and 
valuable ever collected in behalf of 
a human being." The collection con- 
tains 250 funeral sermons, about sev- 
enty pieces of music, a thousand vol- 
umes relating to Lincoln, 300 portraits, 
busts and medals, photographs of 
Booth, pictures of the assassin, the 
family cradle in whicb the Lincoln 
children were rocked, an original black 
locust rail split by the young man, 
then never dreaming of the place he 
was to fill in the history of the world; 
the family Bible from which Lincoln's 
mother read to him when he was a 
boy, and literally thousands of other 
things in some sort associated with 
the murdered president 


"The First American." 


As Lowell said of him, Lincoln was 


the first American. 
Whitman calls 


him "the sweetest, wisest soul of all 
my days and lands." And today he, 
the leader in a great Civil war, is 
loved and revered by the South as by 
the North. Some of the noblest trib- 


i utes ever paid to him have been those

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BRODBECK CRIES HALT 


IN CONGRESS CONTEST 


Gettysburg, Feb. 3.—Congressman 


Brodbeck sprang a surprise here this af- 
ternoon, when he had the bearing in his 
election contest <-gainst Congressman elect 
C. William Beales abruptly adjourned 
Thirty of those subpoenaed as witnesses 
in his behalf in Gettysburg are yet to be 
beard. While the Congressman denied 
that this action was preliminary to with- 
draw! of the contest, rumors persist that 
this is about to o.:cur. To some promi- 
nent Adams county Democrats with whom 
he conferred today Brodbeck said that he 
had been misinformed about, conditi ons 
there, but he stated that his oresent pur- 
pose is to hold more hearings both in Get- 
tysburg and York. Charles H. Wilson, 
the Adams county detective, who recent- 
ly swore out a warrant for the arrest of 
Congressman Brodbeck, charging 
him 


with having given money to a Federal 
employee iu the Hanover post office) a 
violation of the criminal code, was a wit- 
ness today. He admitted under question 
ing of counsel for the contestant that he 
had no personal knowledge of the crime 
he charged, but had brought the prosecu- 
tion on information famished him by 
counsel for Beales. Harry Brumbaugh, 
tie Democratic tax. collector of Gettys- 
burg, testified that Robert C Miller, Re- 
publican county chairman, had paid the 
poll taxes of 110 voters, both Republicans 
and Democrats. Miller was called and 


/ admitted -.,hat he paid some poll taxes, 


but said it was done as an accomodation 
to the collector as well as the voters dur- 
ing a rush of men to qualify to cast ballots. 
Some of them, Miller said, had later reini 
bursed him. Frank Penn, Republican 
inspector at tha Third ward polls, declar- 
ed he eavp nothing of the bottled beer said 
to have been brought to the polls in flour 
Hacks on election day for the board. Dave 
Willson, a negro witness, gave the big 
crowd assembled in the Court House for 
hearing a laugh when he demanded his 
pay before testifying. He was handed the 
85 cents and glanced at it scornfully. -'I.e 
a $2 a day man I is," he protested. He 
was told that Congress had fixed that pay 
for an election contest witness. ''Den 1 
yields to Cong;ese," he aaid grudgingly, 
and took the stand.

The Public Service Commission, of 


Pennsylvania, has granted an extension 
of the order requiring that the Eaat Ber- 
lin Railroad be operated on and after Feb 
rnary 1st

AUTOS WIN BATTLE 


How the Tide Was Turned on the 


Marne. 


General Gallieni Hurls 70,000 Men by 


Taxicab Against German Flank 


and Forces Retreat to 


the Aisne. 


By FRANKLIN P. MERR1CK. 


(International News Service ) 
Paris.—It is not generally known 


that the Battle of the Marne was won 
by automobiles. General Gallieni had 
400 taxicabs and other light motor cars 
at his disposal. 
It will be remem- 


bered that Von Kluck with the right of 
the German army got as far as Cham- 
piley. General Gallieni, as military gov- 
ernor of Paris, had a large force, prob- 
ably half a million men, at his disposal 
and he was responsible for the defense 
of Paris. 


Gallieni figured that he had more 


men than he really needed and that 
70,000 of his men could be spared for 
work at the front. 


Acting entirely upon his own re- 


sponsibility, he ordered his men to 
crowd into the automobiles 
He made 


each taxicab carry nine soldiers. It 
was a curious sight. There were two 
in each seat, two on the hood, one 
with the driver and one on each run- 
ning board. 


"Within six hours he threw the whole 


70,000 against the flank of the Ger- 
mans at Meaux, about thirty-five miles 
from Paris. Von Kluck evidently had 
not reckoned with such a sortie. He 
was forced to stop and give battle. The 
French, retiring on his front, re-formed 
and gave battle. The result was the 
retreat of the Germans from Marne 
to the Aisne after the sanguinary bat- 
tle named from the first river. 


This is only one of the great exploits 


of the French army automobile trans- 
port service. No other nation in this 
*var has used the motor car with the 
effectiveness of the French. The auto- 
mobile transport service is organized 
as a separate branch. Working with 
amazing rapidity just after the begin- 
ning of the war, the French army offi- 
cers drafted into this corps men who 
had been employed in automobile 
manufacture—foremen, skilled work- 
men, testers and drivers. The officers 
were drawn from the manufacturers, 
agents and other heads of automobile 
organizations. The heaviest trucks are 
used for ammunition carriers and light- 
er commercial vehicles for the food 
supply

RAT WENT THROUGH THE WAR 


Unusual Pet Was in Soldier's Pocket 


During Hot Fights in 


Flanders. 


London,—Perhaps the only rat on 


record that ever went through a mili- 
tary campaign, ensconced snugly in 
its soldier owner's pocket, at the bat- 
tle of Mons, the Marne and the Aisne, 
is now in London in the possession of 
Sergeant Johnson of the Royal ^""ield 
artillery. 
Johnson was wounded at 


Soissons and is on a feAv days' leave. 


"Billy," as Johnson calls his rat, 


though the latter is a lady, is pure 
white, and was given to the English 
soldier by a French girl at the begin- 
ning of the war. During the battle of 
Mons, the rat sat en her master's 
right i)oot. Twice she wandered away, 
but came back all right and was in 
the fighting all the way from Mons to 
Melun, southeast of Paris, and back 
to the Marne and the Aisne. Billy 
was in Sergeant Johnson's pocket all 
the time and was never hurt. When 
the soldier landed at Southampton, 
alter he had been wounded by shrap-

General Gallienl Hurl* 70,000 Men by 
Taxicab Against German Flank 
and Forces Retreat to 
the Aisne. 


By FRANKLIN P. MERRICK. 


(International News Service.) 


Paris.—It is not generally known 
that the Battle of the Marne was won 
by automobiles. General Gallieni had 
400 taxicabs and other light motor cars 
at his disposal. 
It will be remem­ 
bered thaf Von Kluck with the right of 
the German army got as far as Cham- 
piley. General Gallieni, as military gov­ 
ernor of Paris, had a large force, prob­ 
ably half a million men, at his disposal 
and he was responsible for the defense 
of Paris. 


Gallieni figured that he had more 
men than he really needed and that 
70.000 of his men could be spared for 
work at the front. 


Acting entirely upon his own re­ 
sponsibility, he ordered his men to 
crowd into the automobiles. He made 
each taxicab carry nine soldiers. 
It 
was a curious sight. There were twro 
in each seat, two on the hood, one 
with the driver and one on each run­ 
ning board. 


Within six hours he threw the whole 


70.000 against the flank of the Ger­ 
mans at Meaux, about thirty-five miles 
from Paris. Von Kluck evidently had 
not reckoned with such a sortie. 
He 
was forced to stop and give battle. The 
French, retiring on his front, re-formed 
and gave battle. 
The result was the 


thing for hini to enter one of them and 
drive tho whole length of the battle 
front in the course of the night. 


There are now 75,000 automobiles 
and 12,000 trucks in the service of the 
French army. 


One of the automobile service corps’ 
biggest feats was the transfer of the 
British army from Braisne, between 
Soisne and Reims, to St. Omar, a dis­ 
tance of 170 miles. 
The 200,000 men 
were transported to their new posi­ 
tions within three days. 


RAT WENT THROUGH THE WAR 


Unusual Pet Was in Soldier’s Pocket 
During Hot Fights in 
Flanders. 


London.—Perhaps the only rat on 
record that ever ,veL't through a mili­ 
tary campaign, ensconced snugly in 
its soldier owner’s pocket, at the bat­ 
tle of Mons, the Marne and the Aisne, 
is now in London in the possession of 
Sergeant Johnson of tho Royal ^ield 
artillery. 
Johnson was wounded at 
Soissons and is on a few days’ leave. 


“Billy,” as Johnson calls his rat, 
though the latter is a lady, is pure 
white, and was given to the English 
soldier by a French girl at the begin­ 
ning of the war. During the battle of 
Mons, the rat sat on her m aster’s 
right boot. Twice she wandered away, 
but came back all right and was in 
the fighting all the w*ay from Mons to 
Melun, southeast of Paris, and back 
to the Marne and the Aisne. 
Billy 
wTas in Sergeant Johnson's pocket all 
the time and was never hurt. 
When 
the soldier landed at Southampton, 
after he had been wounded by shrap- 
retreat of tho Germans from Marne nel, a lady who saw the white rat, 


FOOTBALL GAME HALTS WAR 


British and German Soldiers Fight on 
*he Gridiron—Kaiser Upsets 
the Schedule. 


Berlin.—A general order issued by 
the German army authorities prohibits 
football games in the field between 
German and English soldiers. 


At Christmas time men from both 
sides in the western theater of war 
fraternized and played hotly-contested 
games of football. 
Officers and men 
laid aside their arms aqd watched the 
players and cheered them on. 


The rivalry became so' intense that 
W’ar was forgotten and the men who 
kicked the most goals received more 
applause than is usually given heroes 
on the fighting line. 


At one place where the Germans 
and British played the game was a 
draw' and the players agreed to sus­ 
pend fighting for two days more in 
order to decide the issue on two 
games out of three. 


News of this reached the military 
authorities and it was decided that 
football was 
interfering too much 
with the business of warfare, aside 
from the complications arising from 
too friendly contact between the ad­ 
vance guards. 


The order was issued forthwith and 
there will be no more athletic con­ 
tests between the soldiers, who also 
are forbidden to fraternize or meet on 
any terms except those of bitter en­ 
mity.

ball and knocked unconscious for 
about half an hour. 


"A blow which merely fractures the 


skull without ^producing unconscious- 
ness, such as that from a sharp instru- 
ment," continued Doctor Murphy, "is 
not nearly so serious a condition, from 
the point of view of future possibili- 
ties, as that following the blow of a 
blunt instrument which renders the pa- 
tient unconscious." 


Doctor Murphy went on to cite sev- 


eral cases, one of a man who had been 
thrown from a sleigh against a tele- 
graph pole and remained unconscious 
for three weeks. He had no further 
symptoms for about three years, when 
he began having convulsions. Another 
was that of a young man who had 
fallen from a window to a stone pave- 
ment when a baby. His "fits" did not 
begin until twenty years later, and he 
had been a precocious boy at school 
and a successful business man. 


Doctor Murphy believes that such 


blows cause an injury to that coating 
of the brain which is called the dura. 
The brain itself is uninjured. Then 
something arises—worry or extra hard 
work or something of that sort— 
which brings on irritation where the 
dura was injured.

He also announced that he will 
remain as military chief.

along the border, following Villa's an- 
nouncement.

%rush all revolts and bring order out 
of the present chaos. 


Villa gave as his reason for assum- 


ing the office that his forces had been 
separated'from the convention govern- 
ment headed by Roque Gonzales Gar- 
za, as provisional president, who left 
with the Zapata forces when they de- 
parted south from Mexico City at its 
occupation recently by Obregon's Car- 
ranza troops. Villa telegraphed from 
Aguas Calientes the following:

Mine Blow-Up Kills Twenty. 


Twenty miners were killed and 160 


escaped death in an explosion in the 
Carlisle mine of the Netr River Coal 
company at Fayetteville, W. Va. 


That so many men escaped aftef 


being entombed was due to the fact 
that the cage and shaft were not 
damaged. While many were brought 
out by the cage, some managed to 
climb out through the air shafts, 


Four men were rescued by search- 


ing parties, who penetrated the mine 
soon after the explosion, which is be- 
lieved to have been due to the ignition 
of a pocket of gas from a miner's 
lamp. One of the rescued men, suffer- 
ing from burns, was sent to a hos* 
pital. 


Six bodies, none of -which has been 


identified, were found near where the 
explosion occurred, by the first res- 
cue party to descend. Later a more 
extended search of the mine, follow- 
in gthe clearing away of debris, led 
to the finding of fourteen more bodies. 
All had been killed by after damp 
while at work. 


State 
mine 
inspectors, who tok 


carge of the mine, learned that 180 
men had gone into the workings. All 
the victims were of foreign birth or 
negroes.

SLAYS WIFE AND ENDS OWN LIFE. 
^Yorfc, Feb~ 6.—George Miller a black- 
smith, aged 38, tonight laid in wait for 
his wife, Emma, ,vho kept house for her 
brother-in law, and when she came out 
of the bouse fired five shots into her 
stomach from a 32-calibre revolver, bill- 
ing her instantly. After terrorizing the 
surrounding neighborhood, he ran several 
block to a relative's house where he bat- 
tled with Patrolman Ziegler and fired 
point blank at him. Tbe officer was sav- 
ed from death by the relative's wife, who 
caught hold of Miller's arm, causing the 
bullet to enter the ceiling.

“A blow which merely fractures the 
skull without producing unconscious­ 
ness, such as that from a sharp instru­ 
ment,” continued Doctor Murphy, “is 
not nearly so serious a condition, from 
the point of view of future possibili­ 
ties, as that following the blow of a 
blunt instrument which renders the pa­ 
tient unconscious.” 


Doctor Murphy went on to cite sev­ 
eral cases, one of a man who had been 
thrown from a sleigh against a tele­ 
graph pole and remained unconscious 
for three weeks. 
He had no further 
symptoms for about three years, when 
he began having convulsions. Another 
was that of a young man who had 
fallen from a window to a stone pave­ 
ment when a baby. His “fits” did not 
begin until twenty years later, and he 
had been a precocious boy at school 
and a successful business man. 


Doctor Murphy believes that such 
blows cause an injury to that coating 
of the brain which is called the dura. 
The brain itself is uninjured. Then 
something arises—worry or extra bard 
work or something of that sort— 
which brings on irritation where the 
dura was injured. 
The precise cause 
is uncertain. 


Some of these cases can be cured 
by an operation in which the skull is 
opened and the dura at the place of in­ 
jury removed, but only about one case 
in twenty gets well and stays well. 
That is why Doctor Murphy would 
rather be killed outright than suffer 
such an injury. For the victim is al­ 
most certainly destined to become an 
epileptic.

Villa Proclaims Himself President. 
General Francisco Villa proclaimed 
himself provisional president of Mex­ 
ico. He also announced that he will 
remain as military chief. 


There 
was 
general jubilation all 
along the border, following Villa’s an­ 
nouncement. There is a feeling that in 
Uablishing a dictatorship 
he 
will 
rush all revolts and bring order out 
of the present chaos. 


Villa gave as his reason for assum­ 
ing the office that his forces had been 
separated'from the convention govern­ 
ment headed by Roque Gonzales Gar­ 
za, as provisional president, who left 
with the Zapata forces when they de­ 
parted south from Mexico City at its 
occupation recently by Obregon's Car­ 
ranza troops. Villa telegraphed from 
Aguas Calientes the following: 


“On 
account 
of 
communications 
having been cut off between the con­ 
vention government and the division 
under my command, and as public ser­ 
vice cannot be interrupted in the ex­ 
tensive zone which I control, I have 
found myself compelled to a$sume tlio 
political 
authority, 
creating 
theso 
three political administrative depart­ 
ments: 


"The foreign affairs and justice de­ 
partment, in charge of M. Diaz Lom­ 
bardo; 
state 
and 
communications, 
General Luis de la Garza Cardenas; 
treasury and industry, Francisco Es* 
cudero.” 


Mine Blow-Up Kills Twenty. 


Twenty miners were killed and 1G0 
escaped death in an explosion in the 
Carlisle mine of the Nefr River Coal 
company at Fayetteville, W. Va. 


That so many men escaped after 
being entombed was due to the fact 
that the cage and shaft were not 
damaged. While many were brought 
out by the cage, some managed to 
climb out through the air shafts. 


Four men were rescued by search­ 
ing parties, who penetrated' the mine 
soon after the explosion, which is be­ 
lieved to have been due to the ignition 
of a pocket of gas from a miner’s 
lamp. One of the rescued men, suiter* 
ing from burns, was sent to a hos­ 
pital. 


Six bodies, none of which has been 
identified, were found near where the 
explosion occurred, by the first res* 
cue party to descend. Later a more 
extended search of the mine, follow- 
in gtho clearing away of debris, led 
to the finding of fourteen more bodies, 
All had been killed by after damp 
while at work. 


State 
mine 
inspectors, who tok 
carge of the mine, learned that 180 
men had gone into the workings. All 
the victims were of foreign birth or 
negroes.
